As the speakers were given short 
notice, the toasts were naturally 
short, but Interesting.

This method of election offers 
many opportunities for subterfuge 
and trickery, in addition to the 
dangers of negligence and misunder- 
standing. 

Many of the deaf do not seem to 
understand, that the initial ballot 
they are privileged to cast does not 
decide the election^ It is simply in 
the nature of a political primary 
which endorses candidates to be

The following is the mail-vote 
law of the National Association of 
the Deaf :- 

ARTICLE VI.— Mail Vote for Officer*. 

Sec. i . On the first Tuesday of Febru- 
ary preceding the national convention, the 
Secretary shall mail to the last known ad- 
dress of each duly qualified member of the 
Association a printed nominating ballot 
blank, to be so designated. The ballot 
•hall name the officers to be elected and 
shall be returnable within thirty days of 
date of issue, and shall contain full instruc- 
tions for the guidance of voters. No voter 
shall nominate more than one representa- 
tive from any one state on his ballot. No 
one except the Secretary and this clerk or 
assistant shalljbave any knowledge of how 
any member voted on bis nominating ballot 
until said ballots shall be turned over to a 
committee of examiners tojbe appointed at 
the ensuing convention. 

8tc. a. On receiving and counting the 
nominating ballots, the Secretary shall 
ascertain by mail within the ensuing thirty 
days, that is, within sixty days after the 
second |Tuesday of February, who among 
the five candidates for each office receiving 
the highest number of votes, or who 
among the total number of candidates, 
provided there are less than five nominated 
for any office, are willing to stand for elec- 
ing each candidate of the 
number of votes cast tor him and for each 
of the nominees for all offices of the As- 
sociation. 

Sec. 3. On receiving authority to an- 
nounce the various successful nominations, 
the secretary shall within seventy days of 
second Tnesday in February, mail 
printed election ballots, to be so designat- 
ed, to all duly qualified members of the 
Association, making them returnable with- 
in thirty days of issue, that is, 
within one hundred days after the second 
Tuesday in February. The names and re- 
sidence* of all candidates to be voted for 
shall be printed on the ballots, and at the 
beginning of each line on which the name 
of a candidate is printed, a square shall be 
printed. The ballot shall contain full in- 
ice of the voters ss 
of marking them.

Sec 4 Within thirty days of the date 
n ballots, that is, within one

bers of the Associi rrl to cast the 
tame, and shall immediately furnish to the 
official organ and to other leading papers 
for the deaf a report of the officers elected 
as shown on the face of the returns, pro- 
vided that no state shall have more than 
owe representative "among the successful 
candidates

made on a ballot once cast, even by the 
member casting such ballot. 

Sec. 8. The Committee of Examiners 
shall consist of three members to be elect- 
ed at each convention of the Association, 
no member of said Committee to be either 
an officer of the Association or one of the 
candidate* for office. 

Sec. 9. On receiving the official ballot, 
both nominating and election, the Com- 
mittee of Examiners, assisted by the Sec- 
retary, if he be in attendance, shall care- 
fully verify the work of said Secretary in 
connection with said ballots, shall certify 
in writing to the election of the successful 
candidate*, and shall report its findings to 
the Convention. 

Sec. 10. In case of a tie vote between 
two or more candidates, the member* pre- 
sent at the convention shall elect their 
choice from the candidates that are a tie, a 
majority to be decisive. 

Without any desire to unduly 
influence the voting members, we 
offer the subjoined as a good list of 
capable men, who will surely give 
the Association high-grade service 
and strengthen its mission of pro- 
moting the educational, social and 
industrial welfare of the deaf.

"The Weaker Brother" was the 
theme of a sermon of unusual inter 
aud forcefnluess, delivered by 
Prof. Herbert E. Day, in Chapel 
Hall, on Sunday, Jan. 14. 

In subestance, the sermon wm 
an exposition of certain temptations 
to which man is heir, more parti- 
cularly that of strong drink. Id a 
convincing array of statistics, the 
professor net forth the evil which 
the liquor habit has done to the 
race, not only in its pecuniary 
aspects, bnt also its moral and 
physical effects and reactions. His 
remedy for temptation was to re- 
it, and hence, he warmly sup- 
ported the Prohibition tnovemeut, 
demonstrating its beneficial effects 
with facts that were irrefutable and 
convincing.

My dear Mr. Howard : — In ac- 
cordance with the suggestion of 
Dr. H. B. Young and your re- 
quest, Miss Pearl Herdman and I 
attended the meeting of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Ophthalmology and 
Oto-Laryngology, at Memphis, 
December 12 th The program of 
the Academy for that day included, 
' ' The Problems of the Deaf : An 
analysis of the status of education of 
the deaf in America ; The progress 
of oralism ; Its advantages," etc., 
by Dr. Max A. Goldstein, of St. 
Louis. About two hundred special- 
ists from all parts of the country 
were in attendance at the meeting. 

At the meeting of the Academy in 
Chicago a year ago, oralism was 
brought forward by Dr. Goldstein, 
who was opposed by Dr. Young. 
To the assembled specialists it seem- 
ed like a disagreement between doc- 
tors which even doctors could not 
decide. The objective of the oral 
movement, at Memphis, was to get 
the Academy to commit itself to 
"pure oralism." To counteract 
such an unfair and evil tendency 
it was deemed advisable to present to 
the Academy the view-point of the 
educated Deaf and that of educators 
of the Deaf other than oralists. 
Accordingly Mr. I. B. Gardner, 
Superintendent of the Arkansas 
School, was asked to attend the 
Memphis meeting and he was pleas- 
ed to respond. 

Contrary to the program an- 
nounced, Dr. Goldstein did not 
read any paper. The reason for his 
failure to do so was not stated. 
Possibly the presence at the meeting 
of several able to pass expert judg- 
ment on the " problems of the deaf" 
may have had something to do with 
it. Instead of s» paper Dr. Goldstein 
had Miss Hillard, assisted by Miss 
Avond;no, teachers in his private 
school in this city, give a demonstra- 
tion of oral work with five pupils 
from his school — the Central Insti- 
tute. 

The oral demonstration was con- 
fined almost entirely to beginners. 
It contained nothing which was not 
being duplicated daily in the com- 
bined system schools of the country. 
As a public exhibition of teaching 
the deaf, it was entirely one-sided. 
It left out altogether the large per- 
centage of the deaf to whom speech 
and lip-reading could never be more 
than a secondary accomplishment, 
and still the larger number to whom 
the pure oral method would be a 
waste of precious school time. At 
the close of the demonstration recess 
was taken for lunch. 

When the Academy reassembled 
in the afternoon Dr. Young was re- 
cognized to open the discussion. 
He said that anything he might say 
would be largely a repetition of 
what he had already said in papers 
before the Academy and that, instead 
of addressing the Academy himself 
on this occasion, he would present 
the principal of Gallaudet School, 
St. Louis, a deaf man, an educator of 
the Deaf, and the accredited re- 
presentative of the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf. No objection 
being made, I accordingly addressed 
the Academy orally for about 
twenty-five minutes. 

As near as I can remember, I 
stated, in effect, that while the fore- 
noon's demonstration was by begin- 
ners, I would speak as one from the 
larger school of experience, as one 
who had been deaf for over forty- 
five years and knew the practical 
value of methods as they applied to 
the after-school lives of the Deaf. I 
referred to the National Association 
of the Deaf, its aims and membership, 
including the orally taught ; the 
opposition of the educated Deaf to 
pure oralism as tending to narrow- 
ness in education and stunted de- 
velopment ; the favor with which 
the deaf regard oralism as oneoi the 
methods of instruction and their 
stence upon the use of all approv- 
ed methods in order to meet the 
special requirements of the individual 
child. I called attention to the fact 
that over 10,000 in combined-system 
schools in America were making as 
good a showing in oral work as the 
2000 pupils in oral schools, with the 
added advantage of receiving a 
better general education; that among 
ICSted of the adult deaf 
who excelled as lip-readers and 
speakers were to be found many most 
proficient in the use of the sign- 
language. In a few remarks preced- 
ing the forenoon demonstration Dr. 
Goldstein had referred to the op- 
signers." I] 



told the Academy that there was 
"no such animal." In regard to 
the claim that Germany was too per 
cent oral, I reminded the Academy 
that the oral method was forced 
upon the schools of that country and 
not adopted in response to a demand 
for it by those best informed in 
matters pertaining to the education 
of the deaf; that in Germany as- 
sembly addresses were given the 
deaf simultaneously orally and in 
signs — orally to conform with the law 
and in signs that the deaf might 
understand. While the United 
States is credited with being about 
30 per cent oral, a fair percentage 
for the number to whom oralism is 
really worth the price — the fact 
remains that our country leads the 
world in the education of the deaf. 
The record of graduates of oral 
schools applying for admission to 
Callandet College, and the record of 
those who were admitted, is hardly 
as favorable, on the whole, as the 
record of combined-system school 
graduates. 

Superintendent Gardener, in a well- 
balanced address, in which he con- 
ceded the merits of the different me- 
thods of instruction, stated as his be- 
lief, after an experience in the 
profession as teacher and superin- 
tendent for twenty-five years, that 
speech results in combined-system 
schools compared fovorably with 
speech results in oral schools. He 
said that the deaf needed the sign- 
language in chapel, for lectures, and 
on the play-ground ; that the sign- 
language allowed greater freedom of 
expression, stimulated mental devel- 
opment aud afforded useful material 
for class-room exercises. He ex- 
pressed his belief that for at least 
25%' of the deaf the oral method 
could be of no practical benefit. 
His speech made a very favorable 
impression on the members of the 
Academy, quite a few of whom ex- 
pressed their approval later. 

The discussion was closed by the 
oralists. Miss Hillard stated as her 
belief that the deaf did not prefer 
the sign-language to lip-reading, 
that the more advanced pupils 
in the forenoon's demonstration 
were able to absorb about ten 
percent of the day's proceedings of 
the Academy without the aid of an 
interpreter, that it was not always 
convenient to have an interpreter 
around, and that the educated deaf 
had no right to say how the deaf 
should be educated. 

Miss Avondino told of a young 
man who was unable to hold a lucra- 
tive position as book keeper, because 
of his inability to read the lips. Dr. 
Goldstein told of a " functional test 
for the hearing defect," which he 
made at Gallaudet School in the 
Spring of 101 3, his proffered services 
having l>eeti accepted by the Board. 
He characterized as a "crime" the 
presence of several pupils in the 
school whom he said ought to have 
been in schools for the hearing. Of 
the pupils to whom he referred three 
had come to Gallaudet without any 
speech, one could speak only a little 
Hebrew, and the other had been 
sent us from a hearing school because 
of his hearing defect. Dr. Gold 
stein did not give Gallaudet School 
credit for bringing the speech of 
these pupils up to his standard for 
returning them to district schools. 
He held St. Louis up to ridicule as 
being the only metropolis, besides 
Atlanta, having a combined-system 
school. The oralists having used as 
much time as their opponents, the 
Chairman declared the discussion 
was at an and. Dr. Goldstein, with 
ajshow of displeasure at the interriij. 
tion concluded by saying: "Defec- 
tive Germany with one hundred per 
cent pure oralism, the United States 
with the American system leading 
the world in oralism — not much." 

I wanted to tell the Academy of 
Dr. Goldstein's unsuccessful efforts 
to have the addresses of Gallaudet 
pupils included in his "functional 
test for the hearing defect" — ad- 
dresses which would have been use- 
ful to him a little later when he 
started his private oral school. At 
that it was not known that he had 
any such project on foot. In this 
connection the following extract 
from the Report of the Superintend- 
ent of Instruction may be of interest: 
"Dr. Goldstein gave many hours of 
his expert service to this work, but 
his report has not been submitted as 
yet." But the subject was closed 
not to come up again at Memphis. 
This information will be duly filed 
with the Academy. 

After the meeting several members 
of the Academy expressed their ap- 
preciation at having the other side of 
the question presented, and promised 
to see to it that in future the deaf 
got a square deal. Thus Dr. Gold- 
stein's game, to stampede the biggest 
association of eye and ear doctors in 
the world to his fad, I consider 
surely blocked. 

In concluding this report, I wish 
to record tny grateful appreciation 
to Dr. T. E. Carmody, the presiding 
officer at Memphis, for making it 
possible for the combined-system 
advocates to obtain I hearing before 
the Academy ; to Dr. H. H. Young, 
a member of the Council of the 
Academy, for bis learned and fair- 
mined advocacy of the cause of the 
deaf on this and other occasions ; to 
Mr. I. B. Gardner, for his effective 
help to the cause we all have very 
much at heart ; and to Miss Pearl 
I Fr-rdrnan, for her efficient co-opera- 
tion at Memphis.

Impostor Bureau. 



Are you doing anything to get an 
Impostor law enacted iu your State ' 
this winter? 

Yes, YOU ? 

If not, why not ? 

The demand for skilled and un- 
skilled labor of all descriptions has 
lessened the number of Impostors 
materially, but with the close of the 
European holocaust and the presup- 
posed cessation of the " good times," 
they should return to the old graft 
in large numbers. Time and again, 
Impostors have been released to' 
work some other town and spread the 
false impression we, deaf, are a class 
of mendicants. The way to stop 
this is to first get a law enacted, then 
see the law is enforced. Our Impos 
tor Bureau secured seven new state 
laws of that nature two. years ago 
If you and your friends use a little 
energy aud initiative, there is no 
earthly reason why your state should 
not be reported on the Roll of Honor 
at the World's Congress of the Deaf 
at Hartford, next summer. The 
Director will be glad to seud copies 
of state laws and arguments to any 
one writing Box B, Vancouver, 
Washington. 

Alva Jeffords, the only deaf law- 
yer in Illinois, brings up a well-taken 
point when he arraigns the Indiana 
Impostor law as follows : 

It seems to me that the Indiana law 
would preplex the most learned judge on 
the vSupreme Bench, and its enforcement is 
impracticable. The law provide* that the 
offender shall be held a reasonable time 
until his indentification is established by 
official information from the county or 
township where he ha* legal residence. 

What con*titute* "official information' 
is a debatable question; a "reasonable 
time" is defined by the law Itself as," un 
til his indentification is established by in 
formation from hi» place of legal resi- 
dence." Nine out of ten of these impos 
tors have no place of legal residence at all 
What are our Hoosier friends going to do 
about that? Are they going to hold the 
vagrant until they receive information 
from his place of legal residence? That is 
what their law says shall be done. If 
there have been any convictions under the 
Indiana law, we believe it was because the 
accused did not make a stand for his con- 
stitutional right*. 

Some well-meaning, but misguided zea 
lot*, attempted to incorporate the indentical 
clause in the Illinois law, but it was 
weeded out by the Committee on Judiciary 
of the Senate, on the ground that it was 
unconstitutional . 

The Indiana law follows : 

INDTANA. 

Any person engaged in practicing or at- 
tempting any trick or device to *olicit or 
procure money or anything of value, or 
any person engaged in soliciting, Of pro- 
curing, attempting'to solicit or to procure 
money or anything of value, if falsely pre- 
tending or representing himself to be blind, 
deaf, flunil), without leg* or arms, or 
to l>e otherwise physically deficient, or to 
be suffering from any physical defect or 
infirmity, shall be held for a reasonable 
time until bis identification is established 
by official information from the county 
or township where he has legal residence, 
und be punished upon conviction by im- 
prisonment in the county jail not less than 
one ( 1 ) month nor more than sis: (6) 
months, or by a fine of not less than ten 
dollar* (Iro) nor more than two hundrrd 
dollar* (ifaoo), or by both fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Minnesota has a general vagrancy 
law and this was amended to include 
the following : 

Minnesota 

A person engaged in practicing or at- 
tempting any trick or device to procure 
money or other thing of value, if such 
trick or device is made u public offenae by 
any law of this State, or any person engag- 
ed in soliciting, procuring, attempting to 
solicit or procure money or other thing of 
value, by falsely pretending and represent- 
ing himself to be blind, deaf, dumb, with- 
out arm* or legs, or to be otherwise phy- 
sically deficient, or to be otherwise suffer- 
ing from any physical defect or infirmity. 

Kvcry such person shall, upon conviction 
thereon, lie punished by imprisonment not 
exceeding 90 days, or by ; a fine not exceed- 
ing $100. 

My own State simply classes Im- 
postorism as a misdemeanor. Misde- 
meanors here have an uniform pen- 
alty — 90 days, or a fine not exceed- 
ing $250. 

Washington 

It shall be unlawful for any person to 
falsely represent himself or herself as blind, 
dumb, crippled or otherwise physically de- 
fective, for the purpose of obtaining money 
or other thing of value, or making sales of 
any character of personal property, Hnd any 
person so falsely representing himself or 
herself as blind, deaf, crippledor otherwise 
physically defective , and securing aid or 
assistance on account of such representa- 
tion*, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

In the words of the Holy Writ : 
" What thou doest, do quickly." 

President Jay Cooke Howard has 
been offered a special policeman's 
badge by the Duluth Chief of Police 
for his feat in capturing a noted crook 
recently — first announced in these 
columns. After publication, it turn 
ed out his impostor had been jailed, 
in vSan Francisco for larcency, and 
in Seattle for burglary. 

Ivdward Rowse, assistant secre- 
tary of the N. F. S. D., recently 
underwent considerable inconveni 
ence in convicting a young Chicago 
impostor. The extreme youth of the 
culprit enabled him to get off easier 
than any older rogue — $25 fine and 
a year's probation. 

James W. Howson, who will be a 
prominent candidate for president of 
the N. A. D , is sending out some 
400 circular letters to chiefs of 
police in California, having a blank 
space, in which are written the names 
and addresses of the nearest Deputies 
and Marshals on our bureau. The 
plan promises well, and all Howson 
plans will be watched with interest. 

Lars M. Larson, of Minnesota, 
whose fame for establishing state 
schools in the West is well known, 

has gone to appear before the Wis- 
consin Legislature in behalf of the 
Impostor, Interpreter and Agricul- 



tural Bills. Chief O. E. Schulze is 
co-operating in this matter. 

Other States are preparing with a 
determination that is fifty per cent 
of success. Seven laws in 1915, 
shows we deaf can do anything if we 
really try. Are YOU trying, gentle 
reader ?

Inn, owned by Francis Archer. 
Time. — Evening, June 1, 1593. 

Throughout the evening the Presi- 
dent's chair was occupied by the 
Vice-President, who called atten- 
tion to the program with a brief In- 
troduction and presided during the 
individual renditions Of these a 
few complimentary icmarks were 
given for their original qualities and 
entertaining character. Each num- 
ber was accorded special favor foi 
distinct narration. Wit, humor, 
description and personal inventive- 
ness, were conspicuous. Thedehate 
was given the affirmative by a seven- 
point margin. 

That the final termination should 
he In Ihe form of a choice literary 
playlet, given raosl successfully on 
a large scale, was indeed gratifying. 
For brilliant costume, scenery, and 
clever acting in their roles, the en- 
tire work must be classed with the 
foremost productions of the present 
school yeai. This fact is manifest 
in the picture of Marlowe's death, 
an instructive and impressive por- 
trayal of the Sixteenth Century 
The scene is laid in the Red Lion 
Inn in Deptford, England, shoving 
a meeting and dinner of the literary 
friends of the " Kit," whose name 
now embellishes the rise of English 
literature. In the same scene is 
given the tragic story of his passion- 
ate admiration for Nan, the girl, 
who was to cause his bitter death 
in a quarrel with the proprietor, 
Francis Archer. Cadet Captain 
Sandy J Guinta vividly enae'ed the 
part of Marlowe, and is to he con- 
giafulafed for his admirable work 
Cadet Corporal George St. Clair, 
playing in the difficult role of Nan, 
also deserves first place, while Ca- 
detB Willets, Neger and Sussman, 
did exceptionally clever work. Pre- 
sident Fox, in addressing the boys 
at the end of their performance, 
spoke warmly of the merit seen in 
their play and agreed that a belter 
theme could not have been chosen 
nor better pictured. Much thanks 
are due to the untiling help of their 
teacher, Prof. Stevenson, whose 
guidance so richly rewarded their 
effort and made it a crowning 
triumph for six year boys. 

Dr. Fox preached the Sunday 
service, and used as his text Ihe 
story of Christ curing the deaf and 
dumb. His stand was strong in Im- 
pressing the pupils that they should 
endeavor their best to bear clean re 
putations, as the world is inclined lo 
judge the misdeeds of one deaf 
person characteristic to the rest. 
He also emphatically declared that 
we must work, and not be afraid of 
the word, as we have the greater job 
in equaling our hearing brothers 
Prof. W. G. Jones spoke in the 
afternoon and evening, telling a It no 
story of' feuds and southern life. 

In speaking Sunday afternoon 
before the Cadet Officers' School, 
Major Van Tassel I, chief instructor, 

reprimanded the boys for some 

The 1111 
portanoe of little things must bo 
treated on the same basis of larger 
things. AM cadet officers must 
learn and thoroughly Understand 
their duties, as it is to be remember- 
ed : "Imitation is the sinoerest 



art of flattery." The afternoon was 
spent iu learning and praotieing to 
the rear commands and squad 
formation.

The tardy ones may 
also be denied the privilege of re- 
turning later. There wa« a union 
Sunday School service conducted 
oy Superintendent Jones. Monday 
morning the regular school routine 
was resumed, but was btoken at 
noon, and at 1 :30 p.m. the pupils 
went over 9th anil Rroad Streets to 
witness the iuaugnval parade in 
honor of incoming Governor Cox. 
For tlie first, time in ten years the 
weathei-man furnished a fine day 
for the event The pageant was a 
grand one, the largest evet given, 
two houis being occupied in passing 
a given point. In the evening there 
were receptions to the people in the 
Senate Chamber, Memorial Hall, 
winding up with a grand ball at the 
latter place. 

Thursday afternoon the pupils 
were permitted to attend the Poultry 
Exhibition in the State Street Ath- 
letic forum, and most of them ac- 
cepted. The cackling of hens and 
the crowing of strong shrilled cock- 
erels there were plenty. There were 
some really fine birds exhibited, and 
il well repaid auy one who Is iu 
poult iv to get a look at them 

A silver cup offered by the 
Chamber of Commerce for the best 
pen of Rhode bland Reds, was 
won by the State School for the 
Deaf. Each of the pens exhibited 
by the school won prizes. 

Mr. J. II. Galbraith, who is con- 
tributing a series of short stoiies of 
the Buckeye State iu the Evening 
Dispatch, Wednesday furnished 
the followiug but interesting bit 
concerning the School for the Deaf 
here : 

How would yon like to purchase 
laud in the vicinity of (be state 
institution for the deaf and dumb 
at the rate of $300 for 10 acres? 
That is what the state paid origi 
Dally for the 10 acres that compose 
the grounds of that institution. 

The institution had its inception 
in a recommendation made by 
Governor Morrow, in a message to 
the legislatute in 1826. Legislative 
action followed slowly, however, 
and it was not until January 30, 
1827, that the law creating such an 
institution was passed. 

There was a board appointed in 
pursuance to this law, and iu a 
report made to the legislature the 
followiug December, recommenda- 
tion was made that the institution 
be located at Columbus. In ac- 
cordance with this recommendation 
an act was passed by the legislature 
in 1829, appropriating $500 with 
which to buy ground for the Institu- 
tion. Small asthisstim looks now, 
it was more than sufficient. 

The board proceeded to look for 
suitable ground, and finally decided 
to purchase three lots containing 
10 acres in all, tie same property 
that, is now occupied, which were 
then half- a mile from the city. 
They bought the three lots wilh the 
$500 and had $200 of the sum left. 

The first building erected in 1830- 
33, was large enough to accommo 
date only GO pupils. It was occu- 
pied in 1834, the school having 
been conducted in the meantime in 
rented buildings. 

It was soon found that the build- 
ings were far too small to take care 
of all applicants for admission, and 
in 1804 the legislature provided for 
a new and larger building, largely 
the one that is there now. At this 

time it was proposed to move the 
institution to thecountry —the city 
having by I his lime grown out to 
the grounds, but the legislature de- 
cided to keep the institution on the 
old grounds. The proposition to 
move it to a farm site is still agitat- 
ed frequently. The 10 acres that 
the stale paid $300 for is probably 
worth well up toward a million now.

Charles will be in Cleveland, 
on the evening of the '*'0th inst., 
where under the auspices of the La- 
dies' Aid Society, at Grace Episco- 
pal Church, he will give a Shake- 
spearean lecture. The following 
afternoon, at 3 P.M., he will preach 
in Grace Church.

Mr. Martin has succeeded 
in having a school started for the 
deaf-mute workers at Goodyear 
with himself as teacher He will 
be assigned to the specialty of 
teaching business English, business 
arithmetic, and Goodyear Rubber- 
ized-logy. 

Mr Martin is sure to have a 
large enrollment iu his school, as 
many of the deaf workers show a 
willingness to brush the cobwebs 
from 1 heir brains and learn a little 
more 

The below is an item printed in 
the Wingfoot, Clan, a little news- 
papei published weekly in the in- 
terest of the workmen as follows : 

Goodyear deaf-mates are to have 
an opportunity to further their 
education, according to an an 
.nouueement last week by Manager 
Cralgmlle of the Factory Schools. 

There are iu the neighborhood of 
two hundred of the "silent boys" 
now included in the roll of Good- 
yearites, and to make the Factory 
School a place where every Good- 
yearite may have an opportunity to 
improve his education, the uew 
division has been opened under the 
direction of Ashland D. Martin. 
himself a deaf-mute and a graduate 
of Gallaudet College; So far as is 
known, this is a new departure for 
" oorpoiation" schools. 

Mr. Mai tin is well-known to Good- 
year mutes, having woiked hete for 
several months as a tire finisher. 
He is at present engaged iu visiting 
the silent workers, explaining the 
uew school to them and inviting 
them to join Seventy-flve have 
signed up to date, and it is expect- 
ed that nearly the entire toll of 
mules will take up the work, for 
they are much interested iu their 
own future. Any of the mutes 
who may be overlooked in the can- 
vass of the factory, are invited to 
call ou Mr. Martin at the office of 
the Factory School on the seventh 
floor of Bldg 25 

The subjects which will first be 
taught in schools for mutes will be 
business, English and arithmetic. 
It these classes are successful, more 
will be added later. It will take a 
week 01 two to get the men organiz- 
ed for classwork, but they will be 
started on their studies at the earli- 
est possible moment.
